WASHINGTON, May 20.-Devorional 


exercises with whfch was opened the 
second day's session of the Presbyterian 
general assembly were conducted bv 
Eev, Dr. Smith of Baltimore. 


Key. Mr. McCauley of Dayton, O., 


moved a consideration of the vote of 
Thursday on the world's fair Sunday 
opening, tor Use purpose of offeriu-a 
substitute for that resolution. GoiV 
more into detail the assembly refused 
to adopt it or to consider it. 


Kev. 
Dr. BarUett then presented to 


Moderator Craig the gavel prepared for 
this assembly, the gift of Mr. and Mrs,. 
«"-B. Gurlej'j the former the son of 
Rev. P. D, Gurley, first pastor of the 
uhnrohui which the assembly meets 
Itin composed largely of cherry from 
.Mount Vernon, 
-with pieces of the 
United States frigate Constitution, the 
capstone of the Washington monument, 
and of the pew in the Ke\v York Ave- 
nue church occupied, by the late Presi- 
dent Lincoln, The name of Lincoln 
\vas greeted with applause. Dr. Craig 
respoRfted in a few -well chosen words 
ttf thanks to the donors and paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the memory of Eev. 
PhineasD. Gurley. 


Dr. Harsha of Nebraska moved the 
appointment of a committee to formu- 
late an expression of opinion upon the 
Chinese exclusion act, as it affects the 
foreign missionary work. With one 
vote in the negative, the motion was 
adopted. 


Stated Clerk Roberts announced that 


the reports of the various boards, com- 
mittees and officers of the church and 
assembly had been received with a few 
exceptions, and would be duly pre- 
sented. 


Dr. Smith of Baltimore introduced to 
the moderator and through him to the 
assembly, Eev. Dr. Duncan of the 
Episcopal church, who represented the 
joint committeewhichhad under consid- 
eraation the subject of church unity. 
He said that there were four points 


which the Episcopal church believed to 
be a basis of union, and upon three of 
them they hsd practically agreed. Dr. 
Duncan prophesied practical and har- 
monious unity of the churches, and that 
in the not very far distant future, in- 
stead of two church organizations, there 
shall be but one. 


At this point 
the moderator an- 


nounced the standing committees. 


The following are chairmen of the 


several committees: Bills and over- 
tures, William 0. Young; judiciary, 
George D. Baker: politics, W. W. 
Harsha; home missions, Loyal L. Gra- 
ham; foreign missions, Herrick John- 
son; education, Thomas D. Ewing; pub- 
lication and school work, James H. 
Brookes; church erection, Calvin W. 
Stewart; theological semijjaries, John 
Dixon; ministerial relief, DavioTGregg; 
freedmen, George L. Spinning; aid for 
colleges, Charles A. Dickey; corre- 
spondence, M. L. P. Hill; benevolence, 
George H. Fullerton; narration. S. M. 
Davis; temperance, James Matthews; 
leave of absence, John Eeed, Jr.; 
mileage. Franklin L. Shephard;finauce, 
William A. Herron. 


The special committee on the Chinese 
exclusion act was announced to consist 
of S. M. Catchings of Detroit: M. H. 
Stratton, Salem, N. J.; and Cyrus n. 
Pershing, Pottsville, Pa. 


Bev. William Henry Eoberts was an- 


nounced to be vice moderator. 


After some routine business of not 


much interest had been disposed of ex- 
Mnderator Young projected into the 
proceedings the first of the important 
questions before the assembly, the re- 
port of the committee upon the relation 
of the assembly to the theological semi- 
naries. 


It covered the history and methods 


pursued by the committee in the pro- 
gress of its work and as well as the his- 
tory of the relations of the assembly 
and of theological seminaries, begin- 
ning with the organization of the insti- 
tution at Princeton, which acknowl- 
edged 
the general assembly as its 


patron and bource of power and au- 
thority. 


The report, in its appendix, furnishes 
full information respecting the plan of 
organization and methods of manage- 
ment of the various institutions allied 
to the church. 


Dr. Young surrendered the floor to 
Elder Thomas McDougall of Cincinnati 
who largely drafted the report, which 
was the unanimous expression of the 
committee. 
Mr. McDougall said that he believed 


the time had come, in the matter of the 
control of the seminaries, when tho 
genius of the Presbyterian church 
should be at least equal to the executive 
ability displayed in ordinary business 
and that if any teacher employed for a 
specific purpose at a specific salary, 
should, for any reason, become unfit to 
discharge his duties, a way might 
be found to dispense with his services 
without splitting up the church. 


When Mr. McDougall had finished 


Mr. Eoberts moved that the report be 
approved and that the committee be 
continued. 
Finally, after a passage between Dr. 


Young and Professor Young, a vote of 
thanks was extended to the committee 
for its diligence, and it was continued 
for further labor. The assembly then 
took a recess till 2:00. 
Professor Brown opened the proceed- 
ings after recess with prayer. A reso- 
lution was adopted, inviting President 
Cleveland to visit the assembly at his 
convenience. 
Eev. Charles A. Dickey, chairman of 
the special committee on judicial com- 
missions, reported in favor of sending 
an overture down to the presbyteries 
for a change on Chapter 13, Section 118, 
so as to provide that the general assem- 
bly, each synod and each presbytery 
shall have power to appoint judicial 
commissions 
from 
their respective 


bodies, to which nil judicial cases are to 
be submitted, their decisions to be sub- 
ject to reversal only by the superior 
judicatory except in matters of law. 
The assembly adopted this report. 


Eev. Dr. Smith, chairman of the com- 
mittee on church unity, reported four 
meetings of the committee neld in the 
past year the result which had been 
deemed best to drop for the present a 
discussion of the differences betwsen lh« 


two churches and leaving to the future 
the work of securing the organic exter- 
nal union desired. 
The correspondence between the com- 
mittee and episcopal commission in the 
past year was read. It showed that the 
Episcopalians offered 
to make such 
changes in the methods of selecting 
members of the episcopate as might be 
deemed essential, if only thereby the 
union of American Christians could be 
secured; and further that the_ authority 
of the presbytery was recognized in tho 
Episcopal church. 
The series of women's meetings, in 


connection with the general assembly, 
began with that of the women's execu- 
tive committee of borne missions which 
assembled in tha Church of the Cove- 
nant. Mrs. F. H. Pierson, correspond-

Cumberland Presbyterian Assembly, 
LITTL-B EOCK, May 20.—The Cum- 


berland Presbyterian general assembly 
was anj - intensely interesting body. 
Very early it became evident that there 
was to be a struggle upon the question 
of woman's eligibility for the office of 
ruling elder. 
Immediately after the 


minutes were read, the stated clerk 
read overtures from 33 presbyteries 
touching tho question, all of which 
went to the committee on overtures. 
Later a special committee on tho cre- 
dentials of Mrs. Claget, 
the first 


woman commissioner ever sent to tlio 
assembly, reported four to one in favor 
of seating her. Pending the discussion 
of the minority report, opposing tho 
seating of the woman, the duration was 
postponed. 


Many memorials were read, among 
them invitations from Chicago and 
Bowling Green, Ky., for the next meet- 
ing of the assembly. 


The many colleges of the church re- 
ported growth. 


Kev. W. L. Williams of Iowa and 


Layman M. H. Sharp of Texas were 
consecrated with solemn ceremony as 
missionaries to Mexico. 


The attendance is the largest and in- 


tellectually the ablest in the history of 
the church. 


Hoformed I'l-esbyterjiuis. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—The general 


synod of the Reformed Presbyterian 
churcn contiiraed its session. •• ,Tho at- 
tendance was small and the morning 
was chiefly occupied by hearing an ad- 
dress by Dr. Knowles, secretary of the 
American Sabbath union, protesting 
against the openiug of tho world's fair 
on Sundays. Delegates were present 
from 
Ohio. Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Colorado and Indi- 
ana. 


A resolution was passed providing 


that all treasurers holding funds o£ 
synods must give adequate bonds. 


At the evening session a general con- 


ference was held on the subject of for- 
eign missions,

The 
climax came when Judgs Ricks ap- 
pointed Samuel E. Callaway receiver 
of the road upon application of Joseph 
S. Stout and Hsmdolph F. Purdy of 
Now STork. 
* The orators iu tho bill averred that 
the road could not pay its taxes for 
ISOSin Illinois; that the interest on 
nine million of bonds would be due in 
June, with no money to meet it; that 
employes had not been paid for April; 
that rolling stock was owed for and 
would be lost and paj'inents forfeited 
and so on.

From this point of view 
education is conceived of as a natural 
process extending from the cradle to the 
grave, with natnro aa the chief teacher 
and the mother 03 the first assistant, 
whose work is carried on by Iho schools 
and the experiences of life. 


In this natural process of education, 


ideas come before expcessions, whether 
the idea bo the child's first conception of 
color and form or the profonnde&t ab- 
straction of a philosopher, and ita prin- 
ciples are therefore applicable to educa- 
tion in all grades from the kindergarten 
to tho university.—Professor William M. 
Aber in Popular Science Monthly.

SOIL 


The Princess Il'onored With Slnch Cere- 


mony Moth in Now York and Wash- 
ington as the Nation's Guest—Sho Ig 
Well Pleased With Her Reception. 
NEW YORK, May 20.—The Spanish- 


American steamship Maria Christina, 
with the Infanta Eululio aboard, ar- 
rived down tho bay at night too late to 
pass quarantine. The vessel was not 
expected until morning, and the recep- 
tion which it was intended to give tc 
the infanta upon her arrival had to be 
postponed. 


The commander of tbe Dolphin ex- 


pected lo take her aboard of his vessel, 
tender her a lecepliou and escort her 
to Jersey City, where she was scheduled 
to boaul a tram for Washington. Thit, 
was prevented by rough weather. The 
water was so lough that the infanta de- 
clined to board the Dolphin down in the 
baj*, and it was arranged that the falupfc 
should rendezvous in the North river 
near Jersey City, where the transfer 
could be more safely made. This plan 
was accordingly followed. Tbe Infanta 
Isabel, with the infanta on board, 
anchored opposite the Pennsylvania 
railroad docks at noon. Tim fiolphin 
came up 15 minutes later. The infanta 
was transferred irom the Isabel to the 
Dolphin in tbe captain's gig. 


At a. 13 o'clock the infanta and party 


were transferred to the government tug 
Narheeta and lauded. Carriages were 
111 waiting and the party were driven to 
the elevator and carried up into the de- 
pot. 
The elevator was handsomely car- 


peted tor the occasion, and carpets were 
laid from the elevator along the plat- 
form to the train. 


The train left at 8 o'clock. As it 


pulled out of the depot the princess 
stood on the rear platform and wimd 
her handkerchief, and her husband, hat 
in hand, also stood on the platform and 
buwed to the crowd.

N'carlj 8100,000 livery 1'car Za Fitting 
Out Pupils ITur Tlioir Studies—tlorr the 
acquisitions Aro PJatle Up. 
Tho thanks of nearly 100,000 public 


school pupila of Brooklyn and their par- 
ents are due to tho board of education 
for at least one of the featured of that 
body's administration—tho free book 
system. It is a fact not commonly known 
that the £)upils of the public schools in 
this city are frirnished with all the outfit 
of books, fclates and paper necessary 
throughout their course at school free of 
charge. To do this entails an expense of 
about $100,000 every year and a vast deal 
of work in procuring and distributing 
tho required supplies, Only one other 
city in the state^ that of Now York, 
treats its school children as munificent- 
ly, Tlio system has been in vogue in 
Brooklyn for some years and is found to 
be so satisfactory that no change is ex- 
pected or even considered at all. 


The books used in this city's schools 


are selected Ly the board of education's 
committee on studies, who report their 
selections to the full board for confirma- 
tion before tho books aro finally listed. 
There are now on the catalogue of text- 
books and works of whatever sort for 
which need is found to exist in the 
schools upward o£ 1,000 different kinds 
of books ranging from primers to ab- 
struse works on philosophy. Tho list 
includes a variety of algebras, arithme- 
tics, books on astronomy, bookkeeping, 
chemistry, civil government, composi- 
tion ami rhetoric, dictionarit'J in Eng- 
lish and several oilier languages, books 
on elocution, etymology, geography, ge- 
ometry, grammar, history, languages, 
literature, methods of teaching, physiol- 
ogy, reader?, maps charts, copy books, 
drawing books, music books and charts, 
science and natural philosophy and sup- 
plementary readers. 


The modus opernndi of getting the 


right books in the right quantities to the 
several schools is this: The principal of 
a rchool makes up from reports furnished 
by his subordinates a. requisition which 
is written out on ft blank form with the 
titles of the books, grades for which they 
are to bo used, and the price of each book, 
aud tho total for the whole requisition. 
Domands_Cor maps, globes, charts, dic- 
tionaries, blackboards, janitors1 supplies, 
etc., must be 
1 approved by the chairmen 


of the lociil committees. The requisi- 
tions after passing the committee on li- 
braries aro fccut to tho secretary of tho 
board of education, George G-. Brown, 
who controls the distribution of the sup- 
pile's for the schools. 


Tho requisitions are tabulated once a 


week, and upon tho basis of tho result 
of ihe tabulation orders are made out 
upon the publishers. Lack of room for 
the fetornge of the supplies and scarcity 
of money forbid any considerable quan- 
tity ot books being carried in stock. All 
the books are delivered at the bookroom 
in the office building of thq board of ed- 
ucation, where they are counted, and 
each one is stamped "Property Board of 
Education, City of Brooklyn,'1 and en- 
tered on tho receiving book. The clerks 
make* up the orders for the several 
schools, and the packages aro sent to 
their destinations by express. 
: 


A separate account of books received 


and returned is kept at the headquarters 
ol tho board of education with each 
school. The books aro charged to tho 
principals, wi'O in turn charge them to 
the teachers, tho latter keeping track of 
tho disposition of the volumes among 
the pupils. When the books become un- 
fit for use, they are turned in and re- 
bound if expensive, and if cheap sold 
for waste paper. All books when they 
cannot bo used any longer, whether fit 
for rebinding or not, must be returned 
to tho board of education. If pupils 
willfully destroy them, they are obliged 
to pay for others to replace the boolcs de- 
stroyed. In tho case of books lost by 
pupils the teachers aro vested with a cer- 
tain degree of discretionary power 
touching what measures if any shall be 
token to make good Iho loss. 


How long the average schoolbook lasts 


is a matter for speculation.

the average book differs with tho locality 
of the school and the character of the 
pupils.
